In 2005 BBC Radio Four revived on radio the 
classic television police drama Dixon of Dock 
Green. 


David Tennant starred as PC Andy Crawford in 
Dixon of Dock Green which premiered on BBC 
Radio Four on Wednesday 15th June 2005. It 
has been repeated several times on both BBC 
Radio Four and BBC Radio Four Extra since 
2005. 


Dixon Of Dock Green's roots go back to the 
1950 film The Blue Lamp which ended with PC 
George Dixon (who was famously played on 
television by Jack Warner) being shot dead. 
However, Jack Warner's role was resurrected for 
the BBC television series which ran for 432 
episodes from 1955 to 1976. Each episode 
famously started with Dixon saying “Evening all.” 


The theme music used on the radio show was 
the same which was used on the television 
series. 


The radio adaptation of the show was released 
on audiobook CD on Thursday 3rd December 
2015 and contained two series. David Tennant 
only appears in Series One as he had 
commitments to Doctor Who after the recording.

1. Dickens went to work in a factory aged 12. 


Forget the idea that Dickens was always a rich, benevolent 
Victorian. He was born in 1812 the son of John and Elizabeth 
Dickens. John was a clerk in the Royal Navy, and to give you an 
idea of what sort of job that was, in A Christmas Carol, thlong- 
suffering Bob Cratchit is a clerk. The family moved around a lot in 
Dickens's youth, from Portsmouth, to Kent, to London. John was 
getting deeper and deeper into debt, and the family were literally 
running away from their creditors. Finally, in 1824 their debts 
caught up with them, and John Dickens was imprisoned in 
Marshalsea Prison, along with his wife and most of his family. 


Charles Dickens, aged 12, was sent to live with a family friend, and 

to work at Warren's shoe polish factory. Dickens would later recall 

the grimness of life in the factory, and although he only worked at 

Warren's for about a year, his experience of living on the very edge 

of absolute poverty never left him. He would keep this period in his 

life a closely guarded secret, and it was only revealed to the public 
after his death in 1870. 


2. He dreamt of being an actor. 


Like most people in their teens and early twenties, Dickens did not know what he 
wanted to do with his life. But, perhaps as a result of his impoverished youth, he 
did know that he wanted to be somebody. He wanted fame. Initially he decided to 
try his hand at acting. This was a realistic prospect, as he was a gifted actor, and 
he was able to gain an audition at the Covent Garden Theatre. He missed the 
audition when he came down with a heavy cold, but he gave up on acting as a 
career for a very different reason. 


Dickens had fallen in love with a woman called Maria Beadnell. Her family were 
middle class, and they disapproved of her association with an aspiring actor - 
actors being seen as of a low social status. To try and appease her family, and 
also to make ends meet, he got a steady job working in a law office. 


This never did win him the hand of Maria Beadnell, but it did open the door of 
opportunity for him. His gift for writing meant that he was able to take on 
additional work as a parliamentary reporter and journalist, which in turn led to his 
becoming a novelist. He may not have initially set out to become an author, but it 
sure worked out for him in the end

Dixon is a 
mature and sympathetic police constable, played by Jack Warner in all of the 432 episodes. ixon is the embodiment 
of a typical "bobby" who would be familiar with the area in which he patrolled and its residents and often lived 
there himself. The series contrasted with later programmes such as Z-Cars, which reflected a more aggressive 
policing culture. It retained a faithful following throughout its run and was voted second-most popular programme 
on British television in 1961. Dixon's mentoring of Crawford was seen from Dixon of Dock Green's first series 
opener, "PC Crawford's first Pinch", broadcast on Saturday 9 July 1955. Dixon was portrayed as having a paternal 
and steadying influence on his colleagues and episodes often highlighted the family-like nature of life in the station 
as well as Dixon's actual family life at home. With his experience as a police constable frequently in evidence, he 
was often shown as being able to solve crimes and to keep the peace using his knowledge of human behaviour 
and of the Dock Green area. The initial run of six episodes ended on 13 August with the "London Pride" segment 
and was deemed a success; a further series of 13 episodes was commissioned to start broadcasting on 9 June 
1956. Plots often focused on the role of the police in dealing with low-level, community-based crimes

We are lucky that all six Steve the 
Horse cartoons arrived on 9.5mm 
(and 17.5mm) sound in the UK, 
being released by Pathéscope very 
soon after their 1938 launch of 
9.5mm optical sound in the UK. 
These UK 9.5mm optical sound 
Steve the Horse cartoon releases 
remained in the Pathéscope 
catalogue till 1941, not reappearing 
after the war - the Popeye and 
Betty Boop cartoons were no doubt 
rather more popular! A number of 
the Steve the Horse cartoons also 
appeared on 9.5mm in France, 
released by Pathé-Baby in silent and 
optical sound versions, where Steve 
appears to have been called 
Poulichette. The French Pathé-Baby 
9.5mm optical sound versions 
appeared just before the war, two of 
the titles disappearing soon after - 
"Bal Costume" & "Cendrillon 
Canasson", (it is rumoured that 
many of the French Pathé master 
negatives were destroyed during the 
war). The French Pathé-Baby 9.5mm 
silent versions appeared in the late 
1940's and early 1950's. Full details 
are on the list below.
